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THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

President Monroe's famous message was delivered at the commencement of the 
Ant session of the Eighteenth Congress, on December 2, 1823. That portion bear- 
lug expressly on the subject of foreign interference and which is of especial Interest 
just now, is here given. *> 

••At the proposal of the Russian Imperial Government, made through the min- 
ister of the Emperor residing here, a full power and instructions have been trans- 
mitted to the minister of the United States at St. Petersburg, to arrange, by 
amicable negotiation, the respective rights and Interests of the two nations on 
the northwest coast of this continent A similar proposal has been made by his 
Imperial Majesty to the Government of Great Britain, which has likewise been 
acceded to. The Government of the United States has been desirous, by this 
friendly proceeding, of manifesting the great value which they have invariably 
attached to the friendship of the Emperor, and their solicitude to cultivate the best 
understanding with his Government. In the discussions to which this Interest has 
given rise, and In the arrangements by which they may terminate, the occasion has 
been Judged proper for asserting as a principle In which the rights and interests 
of the United States are Involved, that the American continents, by the free and 
independent condition which they have assumed and maintain, are henceforth not 
to be considered as subjects for future colonization by any European powers. 

••It was stated at the commencement of the last session that a great effort 
was then making in Spain and Portugal to Improve the condition of the people of 
those countries, and that it appeared to be conducted with extraordinary modera- 
tion. It need scarcely be remarked that the result has been, so far, very different 
from what was then anticipated. Gf events in that quarter of the globe with which 
we have so much intercourse, and from which we derive our origin, we have always 
been anxious and Interested spectator?. The citizens of the United States cherish 
sentiments the most friendly In favor of the liberty and happiness of their fellow- 
men on that side of the Atlantic. In the wars of the European powers in matters 
relating to themselves we have never taken any part, nor does it comport with our 
policy so to do. It Is only when our rights are rnvaded or seriously menaced that 
we resent Injuries or make preparation for our defence. With the movements in 
this hemisphere we «re, of necessity, more Immediately connected, and by causes 
which must be obvious to all enlightened and Impartial observers. 'The political 
system of the allied powers is essentially different in this respect from that of 
America. This difference proceeds from that which exists In their respective Gov- 
ernments. And to the defence of our own, which has been achieved by the loss of 
so much blood and treasure, and matured by the wisdom of their most enlightened 
citizens, and under which we have enjoyed unexampled felicity, this whole nation
